The  Journals  of  the  Council  of  Virginia  as  a  legiflative  body  appear  in  print  now 
for  the  firft  time,  and  they  will  immediately  take  their  place  as  a  fource  of  Virginia 
hiftory  of  equal  value,  page  for  page,  with  their  companion  Journals  of  the  Houfe  of 
Burgeffes.  Many  points  left  obi  cure  by  thofe  Journals  have  additional  light  fhed  upon 
them  in  thefe. 

In  one  notable  refpect  the  Council  Journals  are,  not  infrequently,  more  informative 
than  thofe  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes,  fince  it  was  the  practice  for  councillors,  if  they 
thought  the  matter  of  fufficient  importance,  to  have,  when  they  were  not  in  favor  of 
the  pafiage  of  bills  which  neverthelefs  gained  a  fufficient  number  of  votes,  their  objections 
fpread  upon  the  minutes.  Thefe  objections  give  us  a  much  clearer  idea  than  we  fnould 
otherwife  have  of  the  arguments  ufed  for  and  againft  the  paffage  of  certain  meafures. 

In  theory,  bills,  except  thofe  in  reference  to  money  matters,  could  originate  in 
either  houfe,  but  in  practice  the  great  majority  of  bills  actually  originated  in  the  Houfe 
of  Burgeffes.  The  Council  came  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  body  for  the  examination  and 
emendation  of  bills  and  not  one  for  their  origination.  Hence  the  work  of  the  fecond 
body  in  connection  with  the  pafiage  of  laws  was  much  lefs  onerous  than  that  of  the 
other  and  its  Journals  much  lefs  voluminous.  For  this  reafon,  and  for  the  additional 
reafon  that  the  fpeeches  of  the  governors  to  the  General  Affembly  as  a  whole  and  to 
the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  and  the  communications  from  the  Houfe  to  the  governors,  with 
thofe  paffing  between  the  two  chambers,  all  of  which  have  already  been  printed  in  the 
"Journals  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  of  Virginia,"  are  not  printed  again  in  thefe  Council 
Journals,  only  references  being  given,  it  is  poffible  to  print  the  entire  feries  of  Journals 
in  three  large  volumes,  whereas  the  Houfe  Journals,  with  the  General  Index,  required 
thirteen. 

The  general  ftyle  of  printing  ufed  in  the  two  fets  of  volumes  is  the  fame,  the  only 
difference  appearing  in  the  method  of  printing  the  names  of  members  of  the  Council 
when  compared  with  that  of  printing  the  names  of  members  of  the  f landing  committees 
of  the  Houfe.1  Whereas  the  names  of  the  ftanding  committees  of  the  Houfe  were 
printed  in  columns,  in  this  way  being  preferved  the  ftyle  of  the  original  printed  Journals 
for  the  years  for  which  printed  Journals  exift  and  of  the  manufcript  Journals  where  the 
printed  Journals  fail,  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  Council  are  printed  in  lines. 
The  object  of  this  flight  departure  from  the  original  ftyle  is,  of  courfe,  merely  to  fave 
lpace.  The  contractions  and  fpecial  characters  ufed  in  the  "Journals  of  the  Houfe  of 
Burgeffes  of  Virginia"  are  ufed  in  this  fet  of  "Legiflative  Journals  of  the  Council  of 
Colonial  Virginia"  alfo,  and  are  as  follows:

In  general,  a  curve  over  a  letter  indicates  the  omiffion  of  a  letter  or  letters  either 
preceding  or  following  the  marked  letter. 

The  text  of  the  Journals  has  in  the  great  majority  of  initances  been  fecured  from 
the  copies  originally  fent  to  England  and  now  depollted  in  the  Public  Record  Office, 
London,  the  original  Journals  of  the  Council  now  in  exiltence  in  Virginia,  or  contempo- 
rary copies,  being  very  few  in  number  and  fome  of  these  being  badly  mutilated  Some, 
however,  have  been  found  which  it  has  been  pofiible  to  ufe  as  fources  of  the  text.  In 
at  lealt  one  inftance — felfion  of  July  11-16,  1746 — the  original  Journal  has  been  found 
in  Virginia  and  no  copy  in  the  Public  Record  Office.  In  a  note  at  the  beginning  of 
each  Journal  is  given  the  fource  of  the  text. 
*    The  Council  had  no  ftanding  committees. 


The  following  table  gives  a  lift  of  the  feffions  for  which  there  ought  to  be  copies  of 
the  legislative  Journals  of  the  Council  in  exiftence.  The  letter  "v"  indicates  that  the 
Journal,  either  the  original  or  an  early  copy— fometimes  much  mutilated,  however— is 
in  the  Virginia  State  Library,  the  letter  "l"  indicates  that  a  copy  is  in  the  Public 
Record  Office  in  London,  and  the  letter  "n"  indicates  that  no  Journal  for  that  fefiion 
has  been  found.  The  italics  fhow  the  lei'iions  for  which  the  Journals  in  the  Virginia 
State  Library  have  been  ufed  as  the  fource  of  the  text.

In  the  Appendix  are  printed  fuch  papers  emanating  from  the  Council  before  the 
year  1680  or  from  the  General  Affembly  as  a  whole  as  have  not  already  been  printed  in 
the  "Journals  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  of  Virginia" — that  is,  fuch  of  them  as  have 
been  difcovered — and  the  very  interefting  Journal  of  the  Cummittee  for  the  Revifal  of 
the  Laws  appointed  in  1699. 

Biennial  appropriate ms  have  been  made  by  the  General  Affembly  of  Virginia  for 
the  publication  of  the  Journals  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgeffes  and  of  the  Journals  of  the 
Council.  The  appropriation,  however,  made  by  the  General  Affembly  at  the  1916 
feffion  for  the  publication  of  the  Journals  of  the  Council  was  fufncient  for  the  publica- 
tion of  only  two  volumes,  and  in  order  to  ufe  this  appropriation  it  is  neceffary  that  the 
two  volumes  be  iffued  and  paid  for  before  the  clofe  of  the  appropriation  period,  that  is. 
before  the  firft  of  March,  1918.  Hence  the  firft  two  volumes  of  the  fet  are  being  iffued 
fome  time  before  the  third,  which  cannot  be  printed  till  after  the  clofe  of  the  1918  feffion 
of  the  General  Affembly.  At  that  feffion  an  appropriation  for  printing  it  will,  it  is 
expected,  be  made. 

A  General  Index  to  the  contents  of  the  three  volumes  will  be  found  at  the  clofe.

that  &  a  greater,  w"  they  may  expect  &  feare  another  yeare  added  together  will  difpofe 
many  families  and  young  ffreemen  to  remoue  themfelues  into  the  Neighbouring  Gouern- 
m"  and  difcourage  others  from  comeing  to  us,  as  is  already  experienced,  and  when  we 
fhall  fee  how  thefe  Soldiers  defigne  to  be  employed  by  this  Law,  fhall  dif charge  them- 
felues of  the  duties  expected  from  them,  it  will  be  then  time  enough  to  Continue  their 
payment,  befides  it  may  be  added  that  we  haue  late  &  fad  Inftances,  what  the  anticipa- 
tion of  Leuies  haue  produced.

I  can  now  acquaint  you,  Mr  Speaker,  that  Col'  Byrd,  whom  I  fent  with  tome  of  our 
Indians  this  fummer  to  Albany  to  ratifye  y  Peace  with  thofe  Northerne  Indians  laft 
year  concluded  by  me,  is  returned  and  hath  received  full  affurance,  that  it  fhall  be 
kept  by  them  inviolable;  that  quiet  y  frontiers  have  enjoyed,  fince  my  being  there,  was 
a  motive  to  me  to  comply  with  that  Article,  w^  they  foe  infifted  on,  in  fending  our 
Indians  to  compleat  it,  and  though  this  hath  been  fome  charge  att  prefent,  yet  I  fuppofe 
vou  may  eafily  find  an  expedient  in  a  fhort  time  to  be  reimburft. 

I  have  obferved,  Mr  Speaker,  that  fince  y  additional  duty  hath  been  laid  on  Tobac- 
cos, many  feem  to  be  difcouraged,  either  from  fhiping  their  prefent  Crops,  or  planting 
any  for  y  future.  I  cannot  but  wonder  at  their  cautious,  or  rather,  peevifh  temper,  for 
if  they  confider  his  Majefties  gracious  difpofition,  towards  all  his  dutiful  fubje&s,  they 
might  reft  affured,  that  nothing  will  be  acted  to  y  difadvantage  of  this  his  Majli"  foe 
conGderable  a  Dominion  W*  his  facred  Majty  has  vouchfafed  to  fignifye  in  a  letter  to  me,

If'  It  is  not  above  three  or  fower  yeares,  fmce  great  quantities  of  Tobacco  were 
fold  for  leffe,  then  y  freight,  Cuftome,  and  other  incident  charges  amounted  to,  w** 
forced  feverall  perfons  to  defert  their  own  Tobaccos,  although  for  two  yeares  paft  ye 
fmalneffe  of  our  Crops  has  a  little  advanced  ye  price,  and  thereby  in  fome  meafure 
relieved  our  prefent  neceffities,  but  this  new  Impofition  laid  in  fuch  a  juncture  when  y 
current  price  of  Tobacco  yeilded  very  little  more,  than  y  former  Cuftome  at  two  pence 
$*  pound,  with  freight  &c  it  muft  neceffarily  follow,  wee  cannot  fupport  ourfelves  under 
ye  burthen  thereof. 

Secondly,  It  hinders  many  fhips  and  adventurers  from  bringing  Goods  for  y 
fupply  of  our  neceffities,  ye  firft  not  daring  to  hazard  their  freight  on  foe  low  valued  a 
Drug,  and  y  lalt  forefeing  their  impoffibility  of  gaine,  w-'h  alfoe  takes  off  ye  employ  of 
feveral  thoufand  marriners.

Thirdly  That  ye  laft  year,  y**  poore  planter,  who  haveing  foe  low  prices  from'  ye 
merchants  here,  adventured  their  fmal  quantities  of  Tobacco  for  England  in  hopes  of  a 
better  produce,  but  by  this  Impoft  (ye  planter  having  noe  money  of  his  own  to  clear 
it)  their  Correfpondents  refufed  to  take  up,  clear  or  engage  for  it,  foe  that  our  bills  of 
Exchange  are  and  will  be  protefted,  our  fupplies  not  returned;  and  what  wee  hoped 
would  have  fully  releived  our  neceffities,  brought  us  further  in  debt,  and  added  ye  more 
to  our  mifery. 

Fourthly;  The  additional  duty,  if  continued  will  neceffitate  ye  Inhabitants  to 
contrive  other  waies  to  cloth  their  families,  than  from  England,  as  heretofore  they  have 
done,  to  wit,  by  following  Manufactures  here,  ye  which  if  it  happens,  that  they  cannot 
performe,  they  will  then  be  forced  to  remove  themfelves  and  families  to  other  places. 

Fifthly  That  whereas  ye  Act  of  Parliament  declares  ye  Impoft  to  be  laid  only  upon 
y  Confumptioner,  Shopkeeper,  and  Retailer,  yet  wee  deplorally  find,  that  this  and  all 
other  Impofitions  upon  Tobaccos  falls  upon  y*  poore  Planter  and  Importer.

incident  charges  of  y  Govemm' :  I  am  fure,  there  is  not  any  of  you,  but  are  fenfible 
how  great  an  eale  this  will  be,  to  every  perfon,  ye  charges  of  an  Affembly  foe  highly

I**  That  it  feemes  fafe  to  this  houfe,  becaufe  y*  difbanding  of  ye  foldiers,  is  gen- 
eraly  defired  by  ye  frontier  Counties,  who  have  moft  reafon  to  aske  their  continuance, 
when  need  is,  as  being  neareft  ye  danger,  &  moft  expofed  to  ye  plunders  and  cruelties 
of  ye  Indian  Enemy. 

2i,y.  That  ye  whole  Countrey  have  received  foe  great  a  fatisfaction  of  a  fure  peace 
by  y  Excellencies  great  care*  prudence  &  perfonal  endeavours,  being  confirmed  and 
fetled  with  ye  Northern  Indians,  in  y  happy  effects  they  have  already  experienced,  that 
they  alfoe  pray  ye  great  charge  and  expence  ye  Countrey  is  yearely  att  in  maintaining 
ye  foldiers  may  be  now  taken  off,  fince  they  apprehend  noe  neceffity  for  their  longer 
continuance. 

w*  reafons  wee  humbly  fubmit  to  y  Excellencies  confideration  &  doubt  not,  but 
that  y  Excellencies  inclinations  foe  far  tender  ye  eafe  of  this  needy  Countrey,  as  to 
approve  ye  reafons  aforementioned  fufhcient  for  paffing  ye  Bill  to  repeal  ye  Law  for 
placing  ye  fold"  att  ye  heads  of  ye  fower  Rivers.

It  having  been  prefented  to  this  houfe  by  y*  Burgeffes  of  Charles  Citty  County,  that 
fundry  perfons  inhabiting  on  ye  black  water,  on  ye  fouth  fide  of  James  River,  have  been 
att  very  great  charges  and  trouble  in  taking  up  and  feating  divers  tracts  of  land,  and 
have  with  themfelves,  families  and  flocks  continued  therein  att  leaft  feven  yeares,  and 
that  divers  others  have  entred  rights,  furveyed  and  upon  ye  dependance  of  Pattents 
have  likewife  feated  feveral  traces  of  land,  and  are  now  doubtful,  their  Pattents  will 
not  iffue,  fome  perfons  having  been  lately  denied  ye  fame  on  pretence  (as  is  apprehended) 
that  they  entrench  upon  ye  Indians  bounds. 

Now  may  It  pleafe  yr  Excellency,  It  is  conceived  by  this  houfe,  thofe  Indians  did 
or  ought  to  have  held  their  lands  by  Pattent,  or  fome  other  lawful  meanes,  as  wel  as 
other  nations,  and  thofe  bounds  were  not  defigned  to  fuch  end,  but  were  only  fett  and 
laid  out  as  marching  bounds  from  Towne  to  Towne,  with  intent  ye  Indians  in  thofe 
times  fhould  come  noe  nearer  ye  Englifh  Plantations  to  difturb  fome  fmal  families,  w* 
might  then  be  timorous  and  fearful  of  them  and  not  to  hinder  thofe,  that  would  adven- 
ture and  hazard  themfelves  from  feating  beyond  thofe  bounds,  w*  plainly  appeares 
by  ye  Honble  Majr  General  Wood,  ye  Gentleman  appointed  to  fettle  them,  who  brought 
them  foe  far  through  his  own  land,  that  if  they  had  or  fhould  debar  ye  Englifh  from 
feating  without  them,  he  muft  have  loft,  and  his  heires  after  him  two  thirds  of  y  land 
he  lived  upon ;  And  it  is  further  humbly  offered  to  y  Excellency,  that  att  that  time,  whofe 
[when]  thofe  marching  bounds  were  foe  fetled,  being  neer  thirty  yeares  agoe,  there  were

that  County,  but  aifoe  demanded  fatisf action  from  them  there;  &  whereas  It  is  made 
appear  to  this  houfe  by  ye  affirmation  of  Mr  Martin  Scarlet  and  ye  Record  of  ye  Leavy 
account  attefted  by  ye  Clerk  of  that  Court,  that  ye  faid  Col  Fitzhugh  did  not  only  make 
demand,  but  alfoe  perfift  to  urge,  perfuade  and  aver  his  falfe  Afiertion,  w*  together 
with  his  fubtile  infinuations  foe  far  gained  Credit  (he  being  att  that  time  y  Counties 
rvprcfentative)  that  y  faid  Caske  and  fallary  amounting  to  fix  thoufand,  five  hundred 
ar.tl  twenty  pounds  of  Tobacco  was  there  admitted  and  relevied.  wcb  wrongful  and 
unjuft  proeurem'  being  prefented  to  this  houfe  as  a  grievance,  77  is  ye  humble  defire  of 
this  lioufe,  that  in  order  to  ye  punifhment  of  this  apparently  difhoneft  action,  and  for 
yc  preventing  ye  like  evil  practices  and  abufes  for  ye  time  to  come,  yr  Excellency  would

I  have  this  day  received  divers  papers  from  y  houfe,  in  anfwer  to  fome  things  I 
propounded  to  you. 

As  to  ye  firft  of  building  ye  Govern"  houfe,  I  find  we  both  agree  in  ye  neceffity  of 
it,  but  as  to  y  charge  of  building  it,  wee  are  much  different,  his  Majefties  Inftrudtions 
to  me  directing  it  to  be  built  by  ye  Countrey;  but  you  are  foe  miitaken,  as  to  declare 
y*  ready  confent,  that  ye  charge  be  defrayed  out  of  his  Maj""  Revenue,  w*  does  not 
att  all  belong  to  you,  but  foe  far,  I  am  willing  to  fatisfye  you,  that  were  it  in  my  power 
to  comply  with  you,  ye  revenue  would  not  anfwer  it,  being  already  much  in  arrear. 

And  as  to  y  Anfwer  of  that  propofition,  that  ye  Govern'  &  Councel  might  be  impow- 
ered  to  lay  a  fmal  levy.  I  doe  acquaint  you,  that  his  Majefty  has  now  reinforced  that 
Inftruction  to  me,  and  myfelfe  &  ye  Councel  did  beleive,  that  it  would  have  feemed,  as 
reafonable  to  you,  as  to  us,  and  moft  of  ye  Inhabitants  of  ye  Country.

Upon  ye  Examination  of  ye  Publick  claimes  returned  from  yr  houf e  wee  have  thought 
fitt  to  acquaint  you,  with  our  obfervations  thereupon,  w^  are  as  follow  viz: 

As  to  ye  Claime  made  by  Mr  Jofeph  Ring  for  cleaning  feveral  fwords;  It  being 
thought  neceffary,  that  fwords  fhould  be  lent  to  ye  heads  of  ye  rivers,  for  ye  better 
defence  thereof,  many  perfons  there  not  being  of  ability  to  buy,  wh  his  Excellency  con- 
fidering,  was  foe  far  pleafed  for  ye  fervice  of  ye  Countrey,  to  permit  his  Majefties  fwords 
to  be  fent  thither,  provided  they  were  cleaned,  upon  w*  Col  John  Page  by  order  of 
Councel  was  defired  to  agree  with  Mr  Ring  for  ye  fame ;  and  Col  Page  having  acquainted 
y  Committee  of  Claimes  that  he  has  feen  feveral  of  them,  that  were  well  done,  and  he 
was  confident,  all  ye  reft  were  in  ye  like  condition;  and  fouerl'core  of  them  to  our  knowl- 
edge being  now  on  ye  Countries  fervice,  therefore  wee  think  it  moft  reafonable,  that 
his  account,  being  moderate,  be  allowed,  he  having  already  been  one  year  &  an  halfe 
without  his  pay,  for  his  work  done,  &  defire  to  be  fatisfied  for  what  reafon  this  claime 
was  difallowed  by  ye  houe  of  Burgeffes. 

The  Claimes  of  Mr  Edmund  Jennings  &  Col  Tho:  Ballard  for  profecuting  feveral 
malefactors,  wee  conceive  ought  to  be  allowed,  it  formerly  having  been  cuftomary,  and 
ye  tryals  of  Criminals  is  altogether  for  ye  peace  and  advantage  of  ye  Countrey,  and  there 
is  noe  other  fund  to  difcharge  ye  fame,  unleffe  the  fines  and  forfeitures  had  been  appro- 
priated, if  W*  had  been  done,  this  charge  might  have  been  paid  that  way. 

As  to  ye  Claime  of  Capt:  Brent,  It  does  appear  to  us,  that  when  he  was  upon  ye 
Countries  fervice,  purfuant  to  his  Excellencies  Commands,  there  was  a  neceffity  of 
giving  an  account  of  his  proceedings  to  Mr  Secretary,  being  ye  next  Councellour,  and 
ye  Countries  Credit  being  foe  very  bad,  noe  perfon  whatever  could  be  procured  to  goe 
on  fuch  a  mefl'age,  unleffe  Capt:  Brent  would  oblidge  himfelfe  for  payment,  It  would 
be  therefore  thought  hard,  that  he  fhould  fuffer  for  ferving  ye  Countrey,  therefore  wee 
conceive  he  ought  to  be  paid  twelve  hundred  pounds  of  Tobacco  &  Caske  paid  ye  three 
men. 

As  to  ye  Claime  made  from  New  Kent  County  for  feveral  forrages  and  provifions 
expended,  att  ye  time  when  ye  Seneca  Indians  lay  on  ye  frontiers  of  that  County,  and 
committed  feveral  injuries  on  ye  Inhabitants  thereof,  thofe  foldiers  were  raifed  by  Mr 
Secretary  Spencers  Commands,  (who  was  then  Prefident  and  Commander  in  Cheife) 
for  ye  better  defence  and  fecurity  of  ye  Countrey,  and  Col  George  Lyddal,  who  was  then 
appointed  Command"  was  conftrained  to  paffe  feveral  notes  both  for  forrages  &  provi- 
fions expended  by  thofe  foldiers,  for  fome  of  w*  notes  he  has  been  fued,  and  fome  judge- 
ments paffed  ag<  him,  and  if  ye  fame  be  not  fatisfied  by  ye  Countrey,  he  is  without  all 
remedy,  and  it  would  be  moft  hard,  that  he  fhould  be  ruined  for  ye  fervice  of  his  Coun- 
trey, and  noe  man,  if  ye  like  occafion  fhould  happen,  (w°h  God  forbid,)  can  be  expected 
to  ferve  ye  Countrey;  and  as  to  the  Counties  paying  for  ye  provifions,  It  hath  been 
propofed  to  ye  County  Court,  who  refufe  to  pay  ye  fame,  faying  there  is  noe  Law  for  it, 
and  that  Law  for  ye  Counties  maintaining  their  foldiers  being  fmce  made,  wee  think  it 
but  juft  and  right  to  be  allowed  by  the  Countrey. 

And  as  to  ye  claime  made  by  Edward  Chilton  Clerk  of  ye  Councel  for  twenty  thoufand, 
five  hundred,  thirty  nine  pounds  of  Tob :  and  Caske,  due  for  fees  accrueing  upon  ye  pro- 
fecution  of  Criminals  &c  w*h  is  moft  neceffary,  being  for  ye  peace  and  ye  fafety  of  ye 
Countrey,  great  part  thereof  is  due  by  a  Law  of  this  Countrey,  &  found  legal  according 
to  that  Law,  and  notwithftanding  ye  objection  you  have  made,  has  alwaies  been  paid 
by  ye  Affembly,  when  demanded,  and  as  to  what  you  fay  to  his  other  Claime  for  other 
publick  fervices,  ye  account  he  now  exhibites  is  not  equivalent  in  exorbitancy  or  great- 
neffe  in  ye  charge  to  ye  thoufand  or  twelve  hundred  pounds  of  Tobacco,  you  have  been 
willing  formerly  to  allow  to  ye  Clerk  of  ye  Councel,  none  before  him  having  done  ye 
fortieth  part  of  fervices,  w*  his  place  now  annualy  requires  him  to,  and  if  ye  Law  for 
defraying  Criminal  charges  be  of  force,  w*h  it  is,  not  being  repealed,  &  fheriffs  fees,  w«h 

are 
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are  not  altogether  due  by  Law,  but  moft  by  Cuftome,  and  allowed  to  be  paid,  bis 
Claime  as  now  prefented  is  moft  juft  &  ought  to  be  paid  great  part  of  ye  fame  being  due 
by  a  Law,  and  for  ye  like  other  publick  fervices,  you  y'felves  have  alwaies  paid,  fmce  he 
was  firft  Clerk,  and  as  to  that  you  fay,  that  there  be  an  annual  allowance  of  five  thoufand 
pounds  of  Tobacco  &  Caske  paid  to  ye  Clerk  for  all  fervices,  that  can  have  noe  relation 
to  ye  time  paft,  neither  is  it  a  fufficient  allowance  for  ye  time  to  come,  confidering  ye 
fervices  he  is  likely  to  doe,  nor  ye  quality  he  is  in,  being  little  more,  than  what  is  allowed 
by  y1  houfe  to  ye  Dromer,  for  one  yeares  Attendance;  and  if  ye  fame  were  agreed  to,  it 
might  prove  prejudicial  either  to  ye  Countrey,  or  ye  Clerk,  either  in  giving  more  than 
he  deferves,  or  in  not  giving  him  his  juft  due,  therefore  It  is  thought  fit,  that  he  [be] 
confidered  according  to  his  fervices  and  have  noe  full  affurance  of  any  reward  before 
hand,  w01'  may  occafion  a  great  neglect  in  him,  wee  hope  therefore  you'l  dwel  noe  longer 
on  this,  but  be  as  juft  to  him  as  others,  in  allowing  him  his  full  and  juft  claime. 

As  to  ye  allowance  of  two  thoufand  pounds  of  Tobacco  made  to  Mr  Hen:  Gauler 
for  ye  Council  Chamber,  wee  think  fit  he  be  allowed  fouer  thoufand  pounds  of  Tobacco 
&  Caske;  and  find  you  allow  for  a  room  for  one  of  yr  Committees  fifteen  hundred  pounds 
of  Tobacco  &  Caske,  w^  wee  think  a  great  deal  too  much,  and  ought  to  be  regulated, 
for  fhould  an  allowance  be  proportionable  for  ye  Councel  Chamber,  for  three  Courts  & 
one  Affembly,  by  ye  like  reafon  he  ought  to  have  fouer  times  as  much. 

As  to  ye  Claime  made  by  Mr  Hen:  Gauler  for  drink  given  to  ye  Indians,  att  ye  time 
they  were  going  to  New  York  in  order  to  confirme  ye  Peace  made  with  ye  northern 
Indians,  wee  conceive  he  ought  to  be  allowed  a  moderate  rate  for  ye  fame,  ye  Indians 
being  then  on  ye  Countreys  fervice 

The  whole  Countrey  in  general  having  received  foe  great  a  fatisfaction  in  ye  firme 
peace  concluded  on  between  his  Excellency  ye  Lord  Howard  Governr  on  ye  behalfe  of 
this  Governm1  and  ye  northern  Indians  and  fince  confirmed  by  Col  Wm  Byrd,  as  you 
have  inftanced  on  ye  27th  of  November  laft,  and  ye  charge  being  allowed  by  yr  Committee 
of  Claimes,  wee  doe  much  admire  to  find  it  wholy  difallowed  by  y  houfe,  and  whereas  by 
ye  report  of  yr  Claimes,  you  have  fignifyed,  y*  ye  reafon  of  yr  difallowance  is,  becaufe 
you  reap  no  advantage  thereby,  y*  Country  being  att  ye  fame  charge  in  maintaining 
ye  foldiers  att  ye  heades  of  ye  rivers;  had  you  propofed  in  yr  defire  of  ye  repeal  of  yre 
Act  for  ye  better  defence  of  ye  Countrey,  a  Claufe  (notwithftanding  ye  repeale  of  fuch 
A<51)  appointing  all  fuch  forces,  as  ye  Govern'  with  the  advice  of  ye  Councel  fhould 
raife  upon  any  emergent  occafion,  during  ye  continuance  of  fuch  Act,  to  be  paid  for  ye 
time,  they  are  on  fuch  fervice,  according  to  ye  intent  of  ye  faid  Act,  then  little  queftion 
is  to  be  made,  but  that  y  defires  would  have  proved  more  effectual,  therefore  wee  think 
it  reafonable  [unreafonable],  that  his  Excellency,  Col  Byrd  &  others,  who  have  been  att 
foe  great  charges  fhould  not  be  reimburfed. 

The  allowance  given  to  yr  Clerks  in  General,  wee  find  moft  immoderate  &  exorbitant 
&  ought  to  be  regulated,  &  in  a  more  particular  manner  that  of  Col  Milners,  having 
given  him  eight  thoufand  pounds  of  Tobacco  and  Caske  for  Coppies  of  Journals  fent 
for  England  and  given  to  his  Excy  &c  when  you  yr  felves  ordered  him  pay  for  ye  fame  ye 
laft  Affembly,  having  included  it  in  his  twenty  thoufand  pounds  of  Tobacco  &  Caske,  as 
by  yr  laft  Journal  may  appear,  but  wee  are  not  in  ye  leaft  unwilling,  that  he  fhould  be 
juf tly  fatisfied  for  all  fervices  not  already  paid,  and  think  it  reafonable,  that  he  be  allowed 
during  his  Attendance  here  in  Towne,  although  it  was  in  expectation  of  his  own  profit, 
after  ye  fame  rate,  as  a  Burgefs  is  by  Law,  and  that  fatisfaction  be  made  likewife  for 
bis  boat  and  hands;  and  if  you  agree  not  to  this,  wee  defire,  that  ye  petition  of  Col 
Milner,  ye  ground  of  this  great  claime,  may  be  fent  to  us,  that  wee  may  be  equally 
fatisfied  in  ye  juftneffe  of  it.

In  anfwer  to  his  Excellencies  &  ye  Councels  obfervations  upon  ye  report  of  ye 
Committee  of  Claimes  and  refolves  of  this  houie  thereupon,  this  houfe  doe  declare. 

That  ye  reafon  why  they  difallow  ye  article  of  three  thoufand,  fix  hundred  pounds 
of  Tobacco  &  Caske  to  be  paid  to  Mr  Jofeph  Ring  for  cleaning  fwords  is,  becaufe  they 
judge  ye  Countrey  not  lyable  to  be  levied  upon  for  ye  fame,  for  that  being  his  Majtle* 
Armes  &  his  Majefty  having  appropriated  his  revenues  here  to  ye  fupport  of  ye  Governm1 
and  ye  contingent  charges  thereof ;  ye  charge  claimed  by  Mr  Ring  ought  to  be  paid  from 
ye  faid  revenue. 

To  ye  Claimes  of  Mr  Edmund  Jennings  and  Col  Tho:  Ballard,  as  officiating  as  ye 
Kings  Attorney  Generals,  this  houfe  continue  their  former  refolve,  that  they  are  not 
lyable  for  fuch  fervices,  as  they  claime  for.

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houfes  ye  loading  of  every  individual  fhip;  and  there  being  noe  port  in  his  Majefties

This  houfe  doe  forrowfully  receive  y  Excellencies  two  written  meffages,  ye  one 
dated  ye  9th  ye  other  ye  10th  inl'tant  about  ye  Bill  for  Ports  &c  In  Anfwer  to  w*  they  are 
neceffitated  to  reiterate  to  y  Excellency,  y  ye  faid  bill  is  before  them  plainly  &  in 
expreffe  words  affented  to  by  y  Excellency  and  ye  Councel,  under  ye  Teft  of  Edward 
Chilton  Clerk  of  ye  General  Affembly,  w*  this  houfe  looks  upon  ftil  (as  ever  it  hath 
been  heid)  too  carry  foe  much  ye  force  of  a  Law,  that  it  can  admit  of  noe  alteration  or 
addition,  without  ye  authority  of  a  fucceeding  General  Affembly,  from  w*h  averment 
this  Houfe  can  in  noe  waies  depart.

Councel  ye  30th  of  gb"  that  inftead  of  two  Ports  &c.  there  might  be  one  in  a  County,  and 
that  to  all  other  ye  alterations  and  amendments  made  by  ye  Councel,  in  ye  Bill,  this 
houfe  had  agreed  to,  whereupon  ye  bill  paffed  ye  Councel  ye  firft  of  December,  but  when

Majefty  to  make  entry  of  all  f hips  and  veffels  coming  into  and  trading  in  this  his  Majefties 
Dominion,  and  to  colled  and  receive  his  Majefties  fcceral  Cuftomes  due  for  all  goods  and 
merchandizes  to  be  imported  or  exported,  fhall  in  their  own  Qfons,  or  by  their  feveral  Depu- 
ties, re  fide  daily  in  every  of  ye  before  nominated  Ports,  wharfs,  Keys,  or  places,  within  their 
diftind  and  feveral  diftrids,  there  to  receive  and  make  entry  of  all  Tobaccos,  goods  and 
merchandizes  to  be  exported  or  imported,  according  to  fuch  rules  &  diredicms,  as  fhall  from 
time  to  time  be  given  them  by  his  Majefty,  his  Maiefties  Govern'  here,  or  fuch  other,  as  his 
Majefty  fhal  pleafe  to  authorize  thereto,  w^  faid  part  of  ye  faid  bill  is  ye  only  part  that 
enjoines  officers  to  refide  att  ye  faid  Ports,  wharfes,  Keys  or  places,  and  is  by  yr  Excel- 
lency and  ye  Councel  marginaly  noted  with  thefe  following  words  viz:  This  is  particu- 
larly &  more  effedualy  provided  for  by  Ad  of  Parliament,  and  by  Inftrudions  from  ye 
Commiffioners  of  his  Majefties  Cuftomes  in  England,  than  wee  can  doe  here,  therefore 
ought  to  be  otnitted. 

To  wch  amendment  or  omiffion  in  ye  faid  bill,  this  Houfe  agreed  and  caui'ed  ye 
faire  engrofem"'  thereof  to  be  drawn  leaving  ye  faid  claufe  or  paragraph  wholy  out,  and 
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confequently  medled  not  att  all  with  appointing  officers  to  refide  att  all  or  any  one  of 
ye  fingle  Ports,  wharfes,  Keys  or  Places  in  each  refpeetive  County,  nor  with  fetling  fees 
to  fuch  officers,  as  by  his  Majefty  or  yr  Exci"  Commands  "fhould  be  appointed  (in  time 
to  come)  to  refide  there  if  any  fuch  fhall  happen  to  be  foe  appointed,  in  that  wholy 
fubmitung  to  And  concluding  with  yr  Excellencies  and  ye  Councels  direction  therein. 

And  to  what  y  Excellency  is  pleafed  to  return  to  this  houfe  in  anfwer  to  that  part 
of  their  late  humble  propofal  to  yr  Excellency,  that  it  will  be  for  ye  advancement  and 
better  fecuring  his  Maj'-1"  Cuf tomes  that  att  each  Port  an  Officer  be  appointed  to  refide 
to  take  notice  and  make  entry  of  all  Goods,  lyable  to  Cuf  tome,  or  other  impofition  before 
fuch  goods  fhall  be  fhipped  of,  for  exportation  or  admitted  to  be  taken  on  fhore  into  ye 
Importers  poffeffion,  after  which  I'ts  utterly  impoffible  to  know  or  find  out,  whether 
ye  fame  have  duely  paid  ye  Cuftomes  due  to  his  Maj,)r  viz:  that  yr  felfe  and  ye  Councel 
conclude  ye  contrary  from  this  ground,  that  whereas  now  mafters  of  fhips  doe  from  ye 
encouragement  of  ten  ^  cent  allowed  them,  and  their  prefent  conveniency  of  dif patch 
give  bills  of  Exchange  for  their  whole  loading,  and  take  them  from  every  individual 
planter  in  fmal  parcels,  according  to  ye  number  of  hhds  they  fhip,  who  being  burthened 
by  ye  bill  for  Ports,  with  greater  inconveniencies,  and  retarding  their  voyage  by  fuch 
frequent  loadings  and  unloadings  of  their  floops  will  be  difcouraged  from  paffmg  their 
bills,  as  formerly,  and  force  Mr  Auditor  to  accept  thofe  bills  from  ye  Planter,  and  what 
a  dimunition  that  will  prove  to  ye  two  fhillings  ~&  hhd  confidering  the  inability  and 
poverty  of  Virginia,  is  obvious. 

This  houfe  in  all  humility,  out  of  their  loyal  zeal  to  his  Majties  Intereft  and  hearty 
defires  of  rightly  informing  yr  Excellency  therein,  can  not  think  themfelves  difcharged 
of  their  duty,  if  they  fhould  not  this  once  more  affure  yr  Excellency,  that  it  is  a  plain, 
undoubted,  and  demonftrative  truth,  that  his  Majefties  revenue  here  of  ye  two  fhillings 
^  hhd  &  penny  ^  pound  on  Tobaccos,  and  alfoe  ye  Impoft  of  three  pence  fi  gallon 
on  liquors  will  be  much  better  difcovered  and  fecured  to  be  more  duely  and  fully  paid, 
when  ye  bill  for  Ports  fhall  take  effect  (if  officers  be  made  to  refide  there,  then  now  it  is 
or  poffibly  can  be,  except  it  be  allowed  and  granted,  that  mafters  of  fhips  who  goe  for 
England,  and  are  lyable  for  ye  impoft  of  ye  two  fhillings  ^  hhd,  and  other  merch", 
mafters  or  traders,  who  export  Tobaccos  lyable  to  ye  Cuftome  of  one  penny  ^  pound, 
as  alfoe  thofe  traders  hither,  who  import  liquors  lyable  to  ye  duty  of  three  pence  fi 
gallon,  will  all  of  them  be  foe  confcientioufly  honeft,  as  to  make  true  entry  and  con- 
fequently pay  ye  full  Cuftomes  due,  for  as  ye  management  hath  hitherto  all  along  been, 
i'ts  impoffible  to  difcover  ye  frauds  ufed  therein,  ye  mafter  or  merch'  not  making  any 
entry  of  what  he  hath  on  board  for  exportation,  until  his  fhip  is  on  ye  point  of  failing, 
nor  ye  Importer  oblidged  further,  than  on  his  own  word  to  tell  ye  Collectors,  what  liquors 
he  hath  on  board  lyable  to  ye  duty  of  three  pence  ^  gallon,  on  w*  he  receives  a  lycence 
to  trade,  and  paffes  where  he  pleafes  with  his  fhip  or  veffel  to  deliver  and  unload,  without 
further  fearch  or  enquiry  by  any  officer,  whether  true  entry  or  report  hath  been  made 
with  the  Collector. 

And  whereas  yr  Excellency  is  pleafed  to  fay,  that  there  is  noe  Port  in  his  Majefties 
Dominion,  where  there  is  a  Cuftom  houfe,  but  ye  waiters  attending  have  a  certaine  fee 
for  every  parcel  of  Goods,  that  is  either  imported  or  exported,  wch  makes  yr  Excellency 
conclude  it  ye  beft  way  for  fecuring  his  Maj""  dues;  This  houfe  in  noe  fort  dif  agree 
thereto,  and  beg  leave  they  may  farther  add,  that  they  alfoe  beleive,  there  is  noe  place 
in  his  Majefties  Dominions  befides  this,  where  there  is  not  certaine  Ports  and  Places 
appointed  and  fet  for  fhipping  of  and  receiving  on  land  all  goods  and  merchandizes 
exported  or  imported,  w*  are  lyable  to  pay  duties,  and  Cuftome  houfes  erected,  where 
ye  officers  are  bound  to  give  due  attendance  for  ye  exporter  or  importer  to  make  Entry 
&  receive  Cocquets. 

And  forafmuch  as  this  Bill  for  Ports  can  not  take  effect  until  ye  20th  of  7b"  1687,  if 
his  Majefty  fhall  pleafe  to  direct  &  Command  officers  there  to  attend  and  refide,  and 
what  fees  It  fhall  be  lawful  for  them  to  demand  and  receive,  when  ye  fama  fhall  be  known, 
they  will  undoubtedly  be  complied  with;  and  therefore  this  houfe  doe  now  againe  make

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humble  fuit  to  yr  Excellency  to  give  them  affurance  of  yr  Excellencies  fubferibing  ye

The  reiteration  of  yr  Excellencies  former  meffages  by  one  fent  to  this  houfe  laft 
night,  as  it  can  not  but  redouble  their  forrow  to  be  efteemed  delatory  in  their  proceedings, 
foe  does  it  neceffitate  this  houfe  to  repeat  to  and  affure  yr  Excellency,  that  they  have 
all  along  with  their  utmoft  diligence,  vigour  and  zeale  purfued  ye  Countries  affaires, 
and  doe  confidently  beleive  ye  good  fruites  of  their  conftant  and  indefatigable  endeavours 
will  give  full  fat  isf  action  to  ye  feveral  Inhabitants  of  this  his  Majefties  Dominion,  by 
whom  they  are  fent  as  reprefentatives,  and  therefore  conceive  noe  complaint  therein 
can  be  juftly  made  unto  his  Majefty. 

As  to  that  part  of  yr  Excellencies  meffage  relating  to  ye  Ports  &c  This  houfe  doe 
well  hope,  they  have  already  fent  their  humble,  full,  and  fatisfactory  anfwer  to  yr 
Excellency  in  their  return  to  two  precedent  meffages  received  on  ye  9th  &  10th  inftant 
about  ye  fame. 

The  porportioning  of  ye  Levy,  as  it  is  a  worke  that  requires  very  little  time,  for  ye 
fettlement,  foe  it  has  ufualy  been  made  one  of  ye  laft  acts  of  an  Affembly,  and  been 
alwaies  done  after  a  general  concurrence  in  all  precedent  matters.

I  muft  confeffe,  confidering  yr  proceedings  and  obftinacies,  I  doe  not  now  treat 
you  in  a  Parliamentary  way,  for  that  would  have  been  much  fhorter  and  fharper,  but 
doe,  as  it  were,  parly  with  you,  that  you  may  be  convinced  of  yr  errors,  w1"  I  hope  you 
will,  when  you  have  confulted  with  yr  Pillowes,  w*  is  ye  motive,  that  I  doe  not  att  ye 
prefent  diffolve  you,  but  only  prorogue  you,  and  you  are  hereby,  in  his  Majt!"  name 
prorogued  till  ye  20th  of  October  next,  unleffe  I  fhall  think  fit,  in  the  interim,  to  diffolve 
you,  or  convene  you  fooner  by  my  Proclamation.

Having  Omitted  the  Cauf  eing  the  line  to  be  Runn  on  the  Southfide  of  James  River, 
and  from  James  River  to  Rappa  River  as  by  an  Act  of  the  laft  Gen"  Affembly  was 
appointed,  doe  Signifye  my  reafons  for  the  fame  viz'  Rapp"  River  being  much  higher 
Seated  then  Mattapany  or  Pomunky  Rivers,  and  if  a  way  fhould  be  made  as  was  directed,

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it  muft  be  an  oblique  one,  and  very  ill  Convenient  to  be  done,  and  having  great  hopes 
their  moft  Sacred  Ma"  will  be  gracioufly  pleated  to  give  liberty  that  the  Lands  mPomunky 
Neck  may  be  granted  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Colony,  am  of  Opinion  that  it  is  for  their 
Ma"  Service  and  good  of  this  Country  to  forbeare  makeing  the  faid  Way, 

And  for  that  I  had  fome  rcafon  to  beleive,  as  I  yet  have,  that  their  Ma9  will  be 
gracioufly  pleafed  to  Order  the  line  between  this  Government  and  that  of  North  Carolina 
to  be  Run,  I  Omitted  the  Caufeing  the  lines  on  the  South  fide  James  River  to  be  done 
leaft  thereby  I  fhould  feeme  to  Conclude  our  Clame  to  any  further  bounds,  And  to  the 
End  it  might  be  known  whereabouts  the  bounds  of  their  Second  Grant  would  be  that 
if  the  fame  fhould  be  found  to  take  away  from  this  Government  any  Confiderable 
quantity  of  Lands  or  Inhabitants,  the  beft  Methods  poffible  may  be  taken  to  prevent 
and  hinder  the  fame,  I  have  Imployed  Coll  Thomas  Milner,  who  hath  been  at  great

And  I  Cannot  forbeare  acquainting  you  (it  being  for  their  Ma8  and  this  Countrys 
Service)  that  in  my  travells  thr6  the  Country  I  have  obferved  great  quantityes  of  Lands 
have  formerly  been  granted  feverall  people  at  the  heads  of  the  Rivers,  on  which  they 
have  onely  built  fome  little  Hovels  not  fitt  to  beare  the  Names  of  Houfes,  and  made 
noe  other  Improvement  thereon,  whereby  Many  perfons  are  hindered  takeing  up  the 
fame  (and  forced  to  leave  the  Country)  who  would  live  thereon,  and  thereby  be  fome 
Security  at  leaft  in  time  of  Warr  by  giveing  an  account  of  any  Skulking  Indian  Rogues 
or  other  Enemies,  And  as  Since  I  came  into  this  Country  findeing  the  ill  conveniency

In  reading  the  Allowance  to  William  King,  where  it  is  faid  for  himfelfe  and  Horfe 
five  days  with  Coll  Tho  Milner  when  makeing  obfervation  of  the  Limitts  of  the  Province 
of  Carolina  on  his  Government  (according  to  the  latter  Grant  to  the  Lords  Propriet") 
by  Order  of  the  R'  Honoble  the  Liev'  Gov  and  Couneill  finde  you  are  Miftaken,  for  the 
faid  Coll  Milner  was  onely  Imployed  to  difcover  where  the  line  of  the  Propriet"  of 
North  Carolina  their  pretended  latter  Grant  would  Run,  but  it  not  being  known  to  us 
they  have  any  Such  Grant,  propofe  that  the  Word  pretended  be  put  before  the  word 
Grant  in  the  3  d  line  of  the  Claime. 

As  to  the  Claim  of  mr  Henry  Roy  all,  for  three  Horfes  two  days  Impreft  to  Carry 
the  R'  Honoble  the  Liev'  Gov  to  Coll  Cole  &c.  by  you  not  allowed,  have  enquired  of  his 
Honor  about  it,  and  he  declares  he  hath  alwaies  paid  for  the  Horfes  he  hath  made  ufe  of. 
That  part  of  the  Claim  of  Geo:  Anderfon  for  two  days  Carrying  Lett"  to  Coll  Rich: 
Johnfon  from  the  Honoble  Ralph  Wormeley  Efqre,  conceived  to  be  noe  Country  Charge 
by  you,  the  faid  Ralph  Wormeley  Efqre  declaring  it  was  to  Carry  Ord"  about  the  Militia, 
is  conceived  to  be  a  Country7  Charge  and  therefore  ought  to  be  allowed 

Part  of  the  Claim  of  William  Byrd  Efqre  viz  Nine  pds.  that  is  fix  pds  paid  mr  Loyd 
Prefident  of  Penfilvania  was  by  the  faid  Loyd  paid  for  the  Redemption  of  An  Appa- 
matuck  Indian,  which  by  this  Governm'  he  was  defired  to  doe,  and  to  Send  him,  for 

which 
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which  the  three  pds  to  the  Meffenger  that  brought  him  was  paid,  and  by  Order  of  the 
R'  Honotle  the  Liev*  Gov1  and  Councill  was  promiied  fhould  be  paid,  and  the  fame  being 
done  to  Secure  the  Peace  of  the  Country,  there  is  noe  quef  tion  but  it  is  a  Country  Charge, 
and  therefore  ought  to  be  allowed,  and  the  reft  of  the  Claim  being  for  Mony  paid  to 
Meffengers,  which  not  being  proved  as  the  late  Act  directs,  wee  propofe  that,  that  part 
of  the  Claime  ftand  refferred  for  fuch  prooffe  till  the  next  Affembly. 

The  Claim  of  mr  James  Williams  and  Charles  Moreland  for  drawing  four  hundred 
and  four  Corhiffions  for  the  Militia,  for  which  noe  allowance  is  made  by  you  Wee  again 
recomend  to  vor  Confideration  with  the  following  Reufons  viz'  that  fome  time  Since 
they  were  paid  for  by  the  Severall  perfons  who  had  them,  for  which  reafon  many  Worthy 
Gent"  then  refufed  them,  and  there  was  a  Neceffity  of  appointing  others,  perhaps  not 
foe  fittly  quallified,  which  it  is  prefumed  gave  fome  diffatisfaction  as  well  to  thole  who 
before  bore  Comand,  as  thofe  Comanded,  and  the  R'  Honoble  the  Liev'  Govr  Willing  to 
Carry  all  things  with  that  Evennefs,  that  none  might  have  reafon  to  Complaine,  Ordered 
the  aforefaid  perfons  who  drew  the  Corhiffions,  not  to  demand  one  penny  of  any  ^fon 
for  any  of  them,  not  that  ever  wee  heard,  have  they,  and  therefore  the  fame  was  refferred

Wee  finde  you  are  Miftaken  in  the  Interpret"  Salary,  for  in  the  laft  return  made  to 
the  Claimes  in  Surry  County,  the  laft  Gen"  Affembly  by  the  Councill,  it  was  propofed 
that  they  fhould  have  their  full  allowance  then,  and  that  it  was  conceived  (efpecially  in 
this  time  of  Warr)  that  there  could  not  be  lefs  then  three  Interpret",  but  fhould  be 
willing  to  leffen  the  Charge  of  the  Country  as  much  as  poffible,  by  findeing  Methods 
that  they  fhould  be  at  lefs  trouble  and  Charge,  and  therefore  propofed  that  the  Inter- 
pret" that  belong  to  all  the  Indians  on  the  Southfide  James  River  for  the  time  to  come,

That  as  to  the  Addrefs  to  her  moft  Sacred  Majefty  he  would  take  care  to  have  it 
tranfmitted  to  her  Royal  hands,  and  that  he  would  not  fail  to  let  her  Majefty  know  the 
circumftances  of  this  Country  both  as  to  the  fears  &  apprehenfions  it  lyes  under,  of  an 
Indian  enemy,  and  as  to  ye  trade,  w*  he  could  wifh  were  in  a  more  flourifhing  condition 
than  he  finds  it  to  be  by  the  acco'8  he  hath  had  from  England  &  what  he  found  here. 

That  what  he  promifed  about  the  money  to  be  raifed  by  the  Impofitions,  he  would 
make  it  his  endeavor  to  performe,  &  he  hoped  they  were  all  fatisried  that  the  laft  Impo- 
fitions had  been  carefully  applyed  to  the  ufes  for  w*  they  were  intended. 

As  to  y*  Militia  he  inform 'd  y*  Houfe  that  he  thought  it  a  duty  incumbent  upon  him 
to  have  them  often  muttered,  in  order  to  their  being  well  difciplined,  that  being  the 
only  force  they  had  for  the  defence  of  their  Country  (and  he  hoped  they  would  never 
need  any  other)  but  he  had  every  year  leffened  that  trouble  of  muftering,  &  believed 
he  might  reduce  it  this  or  next  year  to  the  times  directed  by  Law  only;  yet  he  hoped 
they  were  all  fenfible  that  that  Law  gave  him  power  to  mufter  the  militia  as  oft  as  he 
thought  fitt,  &  affured  them  that  he  had  never  given  them  any  trouble  of  that  nature  but 
what  he  found  abfolutely  neceffary  for  her  Majeftys  Service

As  to  their  Requeft  of  tranlmitting  the  Addrefs  to  her  Majefty,  his  ExcellCT 
acquainted  the  Houfe  that  he  was  obliged  in  duty  to  do  it,  and  would  as  he  had  promifed 
them  before,  reprefent  to  her  Majefty  the  true  State  of  this  Country,  and  hoped  that 
fince  they  had  fo  good  &  gracious  a  Queen,  who  ftudied  fo  much  the  happinefs  of  all 
her  Subjects,  they  of  this  her  moft  ancient  &  great  Colony,  had  no  reafon  to  doubt  of 
her  Majeftys  gracious  Care  of  them. 

That 
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That  he  now  thankd  God  this  Seffion  was  come  to  a  good  Conclufion,  and  hop', I 
their  proceedings  had  been  anfwerable  to  the  intent  of  the  Writt  by  vtd>  they  were  called, 
that  he  did  not  intend  to  give  them  the  trouble  of  meeting  again  till  next  Odober,  nor 
then  neither  unlets  he  received  particular  commands  from  England  for  fo  doing. 

That  he  thank 'd  them  for  their  addrefs  to  himfelf,  and  hi  anfwer  thereto  could  only 
repeal  [t]  to  them  what  he  had  faid  on  former  occafions  that  he  would  always  endeavour 
to  promote  the  good  of  the  Country,  and  that  whenever  he  ceafed  in  his  endeavors  for 
her  Matys  fervice,  and  to  do  all  the  good  in  his  power  for  Virginia,  he  might  ceafe  to 
be  a  man. 

And  laftly  his  ExcelT"'  acquainted  them  that  he  had  thought  fitt  to  prorogue  them 
till  the  Eighteenth  day  of  Odober  next,  and  that  accordingly  they  were  prorogued.

™    ™  Mr  Secretary  Jenings  Reported  the  free  Conference  with  the  Burgeffes 

on  the  Bill  concerning  the  Church  Clergy  and  other  parochial  affairs  viz 

That  the  faid  Conference  was  begun  by  the  Managers  for  the  Council  who  after 
having  acquainted  the  Burgeffes  how  defirous  they  were  of  preferving  a  good  correfpon- 
dence  with  that  Houfe,  and  more  efpecially  that  a  Bill  of  this  confequence  for  the  good 
of  the  Church  might  not  prove  abortive,  they  had  defired  this  Conference  in  order  to 
fatisfy  the  Burgeffes  of  the  expediency  and  reafonablenefs  of  the  amendm'8  propofed 
by  them. 

That  the  firft  point  infifted  on  was  the  Councils  amendments  concerning  ye  Election 
of  new  and  Sexennial  Veftrys,  That  the  Council  adhered  to  this  amendm'  becaufe  they 
were  of  opinion,  that  the  immediate  diffolution  of  all  Veftrys,  and  appointing  New 
Elections  &  fo  continually  every  fix  years  (as  propofed  in  the  Bill)  Would  be  attended 
with  many  inconveniencys  and  evil  confequences.  That  it  would  occafion  partys  and 
fractions  throughout  all  the  parifhes  in  ye  Country,  and  lay  a  foundation  for  renewing  fuch 
broils  and  fractions  every  6th  year,  when  there  mult  be  new  Canvaffing  for  Elections.  That 
thefe  Elections  being  to  be  made  by  all  the  ff reeholders  and  houfekeepers  promifcuoufly, 
the  greater  part  of  w*  are  mean  people,  and  not  always  the  moft  confiderate,  they  will 
be  like  enough  to  cany*  the  Election  in  favour  of  fuch  as  themfelves.  That  there  are 
not  wanting,  inftances  of  the  like  proceedings,  as  namely  in  S'  peters  parifh  in  New  Kent 
upon  its  being  divided  and  a  New  Veftry  chofen,  the  meaner  fort  of  people  agreed 
among  themfelves  that  they  would  not  elect  any  to  be  a  Veftry  man  that  had  been  a 
Juftice  of  the  peace,  and  accordingly  they  did  exclude  all  the  Juftices  who  had  been 
formerly  of  that  Veftry.  That  the  alteracon  of  an  eftablifhed  Conftitution  where  y« 
fame  is  not  generally  complained  of,  is  dangerous  &  y*  confequences  cannot  be  forefeen 
That  the  Council  think  they  have  propofed  a  good  Expedient  in  their  amendm"  viz 
that  where  any  Veftry  have  been  unduly  chofen  heretofore,  or  where  they  have  raifed 
exorbitant  Levys  on  ye  parifh,  or  combined  to  Levy  any  tobacco,  and  fraudulently 
difpofed  of  or  mifapplyed  it,  upon  proof  made  in  any  of  thefe  Cafes  Such  Veftrys  to 
be  diffolved  &  a  New  one  elected,  and  if  the  Burgeffes  can  think  of  any  other  Cafes 
where  the  irregularitys  of  a  Veftry  cannot  be  redreffed  otherwife  than  by  diffolution  & 
a  New  Election,  the  Council  are  ready  to  acquiefce  thereto. 

The  Managers  for  the  Burgeffes  anfwered  to  this  effect.  That  there  having  been 
Complaints  of  the  irregular  and  unwarrantable  actings  of  diverfe  Veftrys  and  their 
raifing  exorbitant  Levys  on  their  parifhes,  there  was  no  other  way  to  redrefs  thofe 

Grievances 
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Grievances  and  to  give  a  General  Satisfaction  to  y  Country  but  by  diffolving  all  y 
Veftrys  and  allowing  the  people  to  right  themfelves  by  making  a  New  choice,  nor  was 
there  any  other  way  to  prevent  Veftrys  being  rilled  with  perfons  allyed  in  kindred,  but 
by  renewing  thole  Elections  every  6th  year.  That  being  now  upon  compofing  a  Body  of 
Laws  for  the  Country,  they  think  it  is  very  proper  for  them  to  alter  any  Conftitution 
that  hath  been  found  inconvenient.  That  there  is  no  reafon  to  doubt  but  that  the 
people  will  ftill  choofe  the  beft  men  in  the  parifh  to  be  their  Veftry  men,  nor  that  they 
will  exclude  any  Veftryman  who  has  formerly  behaved  himfelf  as  he  ought,  and  as  to 
the  particular  inftance  given  by  the  Council  it  was  not  becaufe  the  Gentlemen  were 
Jul tices  of  peace  that  they  were  excluded  but  becaufe  they  had  acted  to  the  diffatisfacftion 
of  the  parifh  when  they  were  before  in  the  Veftry.  That  the  Burgeffes  conceive  that 
what  is  propofed  by  y  Council  as  an  Expedient  will  have  far  worfe  confequences  than 
what  is  propofed  in  y  Bill  for  that  it  is  impoffible  now  to  make  appear  whether  a  Veftry 
was  at  firft  legally  chofen  or  not.  That  in  many  cafes  a  Veftry  may  do  feveral  irregular 
Acts  and  yet  the  people  be  rather  willing  to  fitt  Contented  under  that  preffure  than  be 
at  y  expence  and  charge  of  a  profecution,  that  tho  there  are  inftances  of  the  irregular 
proceedings  of  Veftrys,  yet  no  profecution  has  ever  followed  thereon.  Nor  perhaps  ever 
will  be,  becaufe  fuch  Complaints  muft  be  made  &  profecuted  by  private  men,  who  will 
be  very  unwilling  to  be  at  y  expence  thats  neceffary  in  fuch  Cafes,  or  to  hazard  their 
quiet  by  drawing  on  them  the  odium  of  fuch  a  confiderable  Body  of  men  as  a  Veftry, 
and  fo  the  hardfhips  intended  to  be  remedyed  by  this  act  will  ftill  remain. 

To  this  the  Managers  for  the  Council  Replyed  that  the  private  Complts  ag'  fome 
Veftrys,  tho  allowed  to  be  juft,  can  never  be  faid  to  be  a  fufficient  ground  to  diffolve 
thofe  Veftrys  where  no  fuch  Complu  have  ever  been  made.  That  the  prefent  Conftitu- 
tion of  the  Veftrys  is  agreeable  to  y  Laws  and  Cuftoms  of  England  and  of  all  the  plan- 
tacons  where  the  Church  of  England  is  eftablifhed  but  y*  w*  is  propofed  in  the  Bill  is 
unprecedented.  That  wherever  a  Conftitution  is  eftablifhed  by  Law  and  has  continued 
for  fo  many  years  as  this  hath,  the  prefumption  will  always  l'tand  in  favour  of  it,  and 
it  is  abundantly  more  fafe  to  continue  it,  than  to  introduce  a  New  method  of  w*  the 
confequences  appear  to  the  tranquility  of  the  Country.  That  y  iingle  inftance  given 
of  that  unaccountable  humor  wherewith  the  Election  of  the  Veftry  of  S'  peters  parifh 
was  managed,  is  enough  to  fhow  how  far  that  and  fuch  like  popular  Arguments  may 
prevail  with  a  Mobb  and  unthinking  multitude  when  managed  by  turbulent  and 
defigning  men.  That  Sexennial  Elections  will  always  give  occafion  of  new  partys  and 
Intrigues  to  the  conftant  difturbance  of  the  parifh,  and  afford  opportunity  for  bufy 
men  to  ftir  up  the  Common  people  to  exclude  all  the  men  of  Note  &  Eftates  out  of  the 
Veftrys,  who  are  certainly  lefs  lyable  to  y  Sufpition  of  levying  exorbitant  Levys  on  the 
parifh  than  others  of  meaner  circumftances  in  as  much  as  they  pay  the  greateft  fhare 
thereof  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  their  Tithables  in  W*  moft  Gentlemens  Eftates 
confift.  That  there  are  now  the  beft  Gentlemen  of  the  Country  in  the  Veftrys  and  the 
Council  cannot  Suppofe  that  y  Burgeffes  intend  to  turn  them  out  to  make  way  for 
the  meaner  fort  to  get  into  y  managem1  of  the  parifhes.  That  y  Council  think  it  hard 
and  not  agreeable  to  Juftice  that  for  the  faults  of  a  few  men  all  the  Veftrys  in  the 
Country  fhould  Suffer  &  y  Country  run  into  lafting  Confufions,  when  all  y  incon- 
veniencys  propofed  to  be  remedyed  by  it,  may  be  more  eafily  effected  by  what  they 
have  already  propofed,  and  if  that  be  not  Sufficient,  by  taking  in  any  other  Cafes  that 
have  appeared  burdenfome  to  y  people.  That  as  to  y*  objection  that  it  cannot  now 
be  made  appear  whether  Veftrys  were  legally  elected  at  firft  or  not,  It  muft  be  taken  for 
granted  that  they  were  unlefs  the  contrary  be  proved.  And  As  to  y  difficulty  of  profe- 
cution by  private  men,  the  fame  Argument  may  be  ufed  ag'  all  profecutions  on  penal 
Laws  becaufe  private  men  muft  become  Informers. 

The  Managers  for  the  Council  infifted  on  their  amendment  for  adding  Cask  to  the 
Minifters  Sallary  as  a  reafonable  allowance,  and  urged  that  y  beft  way  to  procure  a 
good  Clergy  was  to  fettle  fuch  an  allowance  on  them  by  Law,  as  may  encourage  good 
men  to  come  hither. 

To 
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To  this  the  Managers  for  the  Burgeffes  anfwered  that  y*  Council  might  as  well  have 
asked  i2SoM  of  tobacco  to  be  added  to  y*  Minifters  fallary,  w,h  they  faw  no  rcafon  to 
giant  the  prefont  Sallary  being  a  Sufficient  encouragement  for  any  Clergy  man. 

The  Managers  for  the  Council  Replyed  that  as  the  prefent  Sallary  is  paid  the  16000 
pounds  of  tobacco  is  not  really  above  14000  after  the  Deduction  of  8  %*  Cent  for  Cask 
and  the  allowance  wh  the  Minifter  muft  give  (over  and  above  what  is  allowed  by  law 
for  having  his  tobacco  collected  and  paid  convenient,  and  while  others  who  purchafe 
tobacco  pay  but  30'*  of  tobacco  for  the  cask,  the  Minr  is  obliged  to  pay  48.  That  it  is 
but  reafonable  that  y<  Sallary  fhould  be  16000  without  any  deduction,  efpecially  con- 
fidering  that  in  many  parifhes  the  value  of  tobacco  is  fo  inconfiderable,  that  the  Sallary 
is  fearce  Sufficient  for  ye  Minifters  Subfiftance. 

To  wh  the  Managers  for  the  B-urgeffes  rejoined  that  ye  Minifter  pays  no  more  for 
Cask  than  is  allowed  by  Law  for  other  publick  tobacco.  That  yL'  Clergy  never  had  any 
greater  Sallary  than  is  now  allowed,  and  for  many  years  not  fo  great.  That  wherever  a 
Clergyman  is  frugal,  he  never  fails  of  making  a  handfome  Eftate  out  of  his  Sallary,  and 
that  they  fee  no  reafon  to  augment  ye  Sallary,  That  even  in  the  worft  of  thofe  parifhes 
where  tobacco  is  fo  mean,  the  Minifter  is  in  equal  circumftances  with  the  parifh,  and 
he  can  as  well  Subfift  on  his  tobacco  as  the  parifhoners  can  do  on  theirs,  and  that  befides 
the  Minr  has  the  advantage  of  improving  his  Glebe  and  raifing  Stock  for  the  maintenance 
of  his  family. 

It  was  then  propofed  by  the  Council  to  add  a  provifo  to  ye  Bill  to  enable  any  Veftry 
who  had  a  defire  to  gratify  a  good  Minifter  to  allow  Cask  with  y  Sallary  but  it  was 
rejected  by  the  Burgeffes. 

The  Council  infifted  on  their  amendm1,  that  if  any  Veftry  fhal  fell  any  Glebe  they 
thai  be  obliged  to  purchafe  a  better  in  ftead  thereof,  and  faid  that  they  believed  y* 
Burgeffes  could  never  intend  to  give  a  Veftry  power  to  fell  or  change  a  good  Glebe  for 
a  worfe  and  that  y*  Councils  amendm'  being  only  intended  to  prevent  the  arbitrary 
proceedings  of  Veftrys  in  this  particular  they  hop'd  the  Burgeffes  would  eafily  agree  to  it. 

The  managers  for  the  Burgeffes  faid  that  it  was  never  intended  to  give  power  to  a 
Veftry  to  Sell  a  good  Glebe  and  purchafe  a  worfe,  but  they  thought,  the  words  (more 
convenient)  mentioned  in  the  Bill  was  fufficient  without  any  further  addition,  and  that 
they  fhould  agree  fo  far  that  y*  Veftrys  be  obliged  to  lay  out  y  full  price  of  the  old 
Glebe  at  leaft  in  ye  purchafe  of  a  New. 

The  Managers  for  the  Council  infifted  on  the  Claufe  in  their  amendments  for  the 
better  fettlement  of  the  Clergy,  and  obferved  that  the  precarious  circumftances  of  the 
Clergy  is  a  great  difcouragement  to  any  one  to  come  in  hither.  That  the  firft  part  of 
the  Claufe  was  to  prevent  the  ill  practices  of  fev"  Veftrys  who  keep  their  parifhes 
vaccant  at  their  pleafure  and  take  no  care  to  procure  Minifters,  that  by  this  it  is  provided 
that  if  y  Veftry  do  not  Supply  the  parifh  with  a  Minifter  within  2  years  after  its  becom- 
ing vaccant,  the  Govr  may  place  a  Minr  in  that  parifh  &c.  And  then  provifion  is  made 
that  after  a  Minr  is  once  in  a  parifh,  if  he  continues  therein  for  two  years  without  any 
fault  or  offence,  he  fhal  not  thereafter  be  removed  (as  fome  formerly  had  been  at  y 
pleafure  of  the  Veftry)  without  a  legal  Trial 

To  this  the  Managers  for  the  Burgeffes  faid  that  before  they  entered  upon  the 
debate  of  this  Claufe  they  muft  promife  that  this  and  y  Subfequent  Amendment  con- 
cerning the  Trial  of  the  Clergy  had  fuch  a  dependance  on  one  another  that  they  could 
not  agree  to  y  one  without  agreeing  to  the  other,  That  both  have  a  tendency  to  bring 
in,  Inductions  and  an  Ecclefiaftical  Court  to  w*  they  can  never  give  their  confent. 
That  its  impoffible  to  be  fupplyed  with  Minifters  in  fo  fhort  a  time  as  two  years,  fince 
they  muft  come  from  England.  That  there  is  not  any  Minifter  in  Virginia  nor  ever  has 
been  but  what  hath  been  always  entertained  as  foon  as  he  came  in,  And  that  all  the 
parifhesThat  are  now  vaccant  would  be  very  delirous  of  Minifters  if  they  could  be 
Supplyed  with  them,  and  that  the  Veftrys  generally  make  application  to  the  Gov  to 
SuppTy  them  with  Minifters,  when  they  hear  there  is  Any  in  \-  Country  not  engaged. 
That 
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That  y  prefent  Law  doth  fuflicicntly  provide  for  Induction  if  the.  Veftry  think  fitt  to 
prefent  their  Minifter,  but  there's  no  reafon  that  their  Liberty  of  choice"  thould"be~takT-ri 
away,  if  they  can't  provide  themfelves  with  a  Minifter  in  two  years.  That  there" are 
many  Minifters  in  the  Country  who  continued  long  in  their  parifhes  without  Induction" 
&  no  inftance  can  be  given  of  any  good  man  that  ever  has  been  turn'd  out  purely  at  the 
pleafure  of  the  Veftry,  and  that  if  what  is  propofed  by  the  Council  were  granted,  the 
Clergy  would  be  much  more  precarious  than  ever,  for  no  parifh  would  keep  a  Minifter 
above  two  years  for  fear  of  being  obliged  to  induct  him.  That  tho  a  Clergyman  be  not 
guilty  of  fwearing,  Drunkennefs  or  y*  other  offences  punifhable  by  this  act,  yet  he  may 
be  a  man  very  ill  qualifyed  for  his  function,  Negligent  of  his  duty,  covetous,  a  Whifperer 
a  Slanderer  or  guilty  of  feveral  other  indecencys  that  may  give  juft  offence  to  his  parifh  - 
oners  and  yet  they  fhal  not  be  relieved  if  this  Amendment  of  the  Councils  be  conceded. 
And  as  for  the  Trial  of  the  offences  of  the  Clergy,  the  General  Court  is  the  moft  proper 
place. 

To  this  the  Managers  for  the  Council  Replyed,  that  tis  true  the  Arguing  of  one 
part  of  this  amendment  will  infenfibly  draw  into  debate  the  other  parts  of  this  &  the 
Subfequent  amendm',  but  if  all  be  duly  confidered  there's  nothing  in  either  but  whats 
calculated  for  the  advantage  of  the  Country.  That  it  is  in  y*  power  of  any  parifh  upon 
Suitable  encouragement  to  procure  a  Minifter  from  England,  but  if  they  never  endeavour 
it,  it  is  but  reafonable  that  there  fhould  be  a  power  lodged  in  the  Govr  to  Supply  fuch 
vaccancys;  and  it  is  as  reafonable  that  when  a  Clergyman  has  transported  himfelf  and 
his  family  hither,  &  hath  behaved  himfelf  well  in  his  parifh  he  fhould  be  at  a  certainty 
and  not  left  to  the  mercy  of  his  Veftry  to  turn  him  and  his  family  a  Starving  at  their 
pleafure.  That  as  y*  Cafe  now  ftands  Veftrys  may  keep  their  parifhes  vaccant  as  long 
as  they  pleafe,  w=h  is  very  unreafonable.  That  y*  method  of  Settlement  of  the  Clergy 
now  propofed  by  the  Council  is  fuch  as  is  moft  agreeable  to  the  prefent  Circumf tances 
of  the  Country,  and  wch  they  hope  her  Majefty  out  of  regard  to  our  circumftances  will 
be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  approve  of.  That  by  the  Laws  of  England,  if  the  patron  (w^ 
in  this  Country  is  y*  Veftry')  doth  not  prefent  in  6  moneths  after  the  parifh  becomes 
Vaccant,  the  Right  of  prefentacon  jure  dcvoluto  falls  to  the  Queen,  and  her  Ma'"  Gov' 
here  may  induct  a  Minifter  into  fuch  parifh  without  y*  Veftrys  confent.  and  this  hath 
been  y*  opinion  of  her  Matys  Attorney  Gen"  as  the  Burgeffes  may  very  well  remember, 
that  as  this  is  a  growing  Country  it  mult  be  expected  that  many  more  Clergymen  will 
come  in  hereafter,  and  then  it  will  perhaps  be  thought  neceffary  that  her  Majefty  put 
in  practice  her  Right  of  Induction,  of  w*  her  Ma"  can  never  be  divefted  otherwife  than 
by  her  own  Concef fion  by  paffing  a  Law  here  for  that  purpofe,  and  if  this  Right  fhould 
ever  be  difputed,  it  muft  be  determined  in  her  Majeftys  favour  notwithstanding  any 
thing  in  this  Bill  as  the  Burgeffes  have  paffed  it,  That  therefore  when  y*  Affembly 
have  it  in  their  power  to  obtain  a  more  eafie  way  of  fettling  ye  Clergy  than  the  Laws 
of  England  admitt  of,  and  that  there  is  great  ground  to  hope  that  this  may  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  the  more  Severe  method  of  Induction  upon  a  Lapfe,  it  would  be  very  unaccount- 
able if  the  Affembly  fhould  let  flip  fo  farr  an  opportunity  of  fecuring  to  their  pofterity 
fo  confiderable  a  priviledge  both  in  refpect  to  the  time  of  providing  a  Minifter,  and  the 
experience  of  his  Capacity  and  good  life  before  his  Being  entirely  fettled.  That  the 
Clergys  holding  their  livings  fo  precarioufly  heretofore  has  been  one  great  reafon  why 
this  Country  is  fo  ill  Supplyed  with  Minifters  That  there  are  not  wanting  feveral 
inftances  of  Minifters  being  turned  out  at  y*  pleafure  of  their  Veftrys  without  fhowing 
any  caufe,  and  tho  fome  have  had  y  good  fortune  to  continue  in  their  parifhes  for  many 
years,  Yet  while  a  Minifter  has  no  Such  affurance  of  his  continuance,  it  muft  be  a  great 
difcouragem1,  That  if  for  any  of  the  offences  Specif yed  by  the  Burgeffes  (whereof  fome 
are  entirely  fins  of  thought,  &:  known  only  to  God  Almighty)  a  Clergyman  muft  be 
turned  out  of  his  parifh,  the  beft  man  alive  can  never  be  fecure,  for  it  is  morally  impoffible 
to  find  men  altogether  free  from  fome  of  thofe  faults.  That  as  to  the  Trial  of  the  Clergy, 
the  Eccleliaftical  Jurif  diction  of  the  B  if  hop  of  I^ondon  extending  to  all  the  plantacons, 
there  is  a  power  Vefted  in  him  and  by  him  devolved  on  his  Comry  to  try  &  determine 
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all  offences  of  the  Clergy  without  appeal  to  any  Court  of  Judicature  here,  So  that  if  a 
Complaint  be  exhibited  ag<  any  Minifter,  if  either  the  Minifter  or  the  Complainants 
find  themfelves  aggrieved  by  the  Com"'  fentence  they  have  no  way  to  obtain  Redrefs  but 
by  appeal  to  y*  Bifhops  Court  and  if  not  redreffed  there  to  the  Archbifhops  Court. 
That  as  this  manner  of  trial  in  Eccleliaftical  matters  has  y*  countenance  of  the  Laws  of 
England,  and  the  Sanation  of  her  Majeftys  Instructions  for  encourageing  it  here,  it  is 
not  to  be  fuppofed  that  ever  it  will  be  totally  given  up,  And  it  cannot  but  be  reckoned 
a  coniidcrable  point  yeilded  that  the  Trial  in  fuch  matters  are  now  propofed  to  be  fettled 
jointly  in  y*  Com"  &  three  of  y*  Clergy  &  the  County  Courts  (whore  the  Laity  will 
always  be  the  Major  part)  &  according  to  y  courfe  of  the  common  Law,  and  that  there 
is  alfo  a  liberty  of  Appealing  to  the  Gen"  Court  for  the  final  determinacon  of  fuch 
Complts. 

That  thereupon  the  Managers  for  the  Burgeffes  faid,  that  they  could  not  agree  to 
any  other  manner  of  Induction  than  what  was  propofed  in  the  Bill,  and  that  they  had 
rather  trul't  to  her  Maj""  Clemency  As  to  the  putting  her  Right  of  Induction  in  execution 
than  to  bind  themfelves  by  a  Law  of  their  own  making. 

The  Managers  for  the  Council  infifted  on  their  amendment  for  obliging  Church- 
wardens to  take  an  Oath  and  hoped  the  Burgeffes  would  allow  it  to  be  necefi'ary,  and 
that  it  is  agreeable  to  the  conftant  practice  in  other  Cafes,  that  in  all  offices  of  the  like 
Nature,  the  officers  are  bound  by  Oath  to  the  due  execution  thereof.  That  the  Church- 
wardens in  fome  Cafes  are  obliged  to  prefent  offenders,  and  fo  ought  to  be  upon  Oath 
as  well  as  the  Grand  Jury,  and  that  without  fuch  Oath  they  cannot  make  fuch  prefer- 
ments unlefs  they  were  particularly  impowered  by  the  Bill  fo  to  do. 

To  this  the  Managers  for  the  Burgeffes  anfwered  that  there  was  no  need  of  fuch 
an  Oath,  every  Churchwarden  being  under  an  Oath  as  a  Veftryman,  and  if  the  Law  has 
allowed  them  to  execute  the  Office  of  Churchwardens  without  Oath,  they  are  alfo  enabled 
to  make  prefentm"  that  being  within  their  office.  That  if  Churchwardens  were  obliged 
to  prefent  upon  Oath,  no  man  wouid  undertake  that  Office,  fince  he  muft  be  obliged  to 
rake  into  the  faults,  and  converfations  of  all  the  parifh  for  the  whole  time  of  his  con- 
tinuance in  Office,  and  even  the  Grand  Jurys  are  not  obliged  to  prefent  any  other  offences 
than  fuch  as  come  to  their  knowledge  during  the  time  of  their  being  fuch  w^  is  only  for 
one  Court. 

The  Managers  for  the  Council  infifted  on  the  laft  provifo  added  by  them  to  the 
Bill,  for  Saving  and  confirming  all  bargains  heretofore  made  between  any  parifhes  and 
Inducted  Minifters,  tho  the  Sallary  be  more  than  this  Law  allows,  and  Said  that  the 
Law  ought  not  to  look  back  nor  could  they  believe  the  Burgeffes  ever  intended  by  it  to 
put  any  Clergyman  in  a  worfe  condition  as  to  his  fallary  than  he  was  before.  That  where 
Veftrys  have  agreed  with  a  Minifter  in  confederation  of  his  Settling  among  them  to 
give  him  fomewhat  above  the  ordinary  Sallary  It  was  but  juft  that  the  fame  allowance 
fhould  be  continued  to  him,  wch  firft  encouraged  him  to  fettle  himfelf  in  that  parifh. 

To  which  the  Managers  for  the  Burgeffes  anfwered,  that  they  know  of  no  fuch 
Agreements  except  one  with  Mr  Anderfon  in  Weftopher  parifh  w*11  was  at  firft  made  by 
the  Veftry  contrary  to  Law,  and  was  always  reckoned  burdenfome  to  the  people.  And 
one  of  the  Managers  faid  he  knew  of  another  agreement  of  the  like  nature 

To  this  the  Managers  for  the  Council  Replyed  that  tho  they  do  not  know  of  any 
other  Agreement  but  what  the  Burgeffes  have  mentioned,  yet  it  is  poffible  there  may 
be  others.  That  as  to  Mr  Anderfons  particular  Cafe,  the  Agreement  made  with  him  was 
not  againft  Law  as  is  alledged  but  is  agreeable  to  the  Law  then  in  being:  for  by  that  Law 
a  Minifter  being  allowed  So"  %*  annum  to  be  paid  in  Tobacco,  or  other  Country  Com- 
moditys  or  bills  of  Exchange,  if  the  common  price  of  Aronoco  tobacco  be  computed  at 
Eight  fhillings  a  hundred,  Eighty  pounds  ^  annum  amounts  juft  to  20,000  p,:*  of  tobacco 
&  no  more  w*h  is  M'  Anderfons  Sallary — And  when  y*  laft  Law  for  fettling  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  Clergy  was  pai'l'ed  there  was  fo  great  a  regard  had  to  that  and  fuch  other 
Contra&s,  that  the  Burgeffes  having  in  the  Bill  afcertained  the  Minifters  Sallary  at 
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16000  pounds  of  tobacco  and  no  more,  The  Council  {truck  out  the  words  [andnomorej4 
and  the  Burgeffes  agreed  to  it,  that  it  might  be  in  the  power  of  Veftrys  to  encourage  and 
recompence  good  men.  That  M'  Anderfon  is  a  perfon  of  that  probity  that  even  his 
Enemys  cannot  alledge  any  tiling  againft  him  either  in  his  life  or  Doctrine,  and  therefore 
the  Council  think  it  would  look  very  unlike  encouraging  the  Clergy  if  any  allowance 
at  firft  given  by  Law  and  fince  continued  for  many  years  purfuant  to  agreement  fhould 
be  now  taken  away  from  him,  or  any  other  in  the  like  Circumftances.  That  y  Managers 
for  y  Council  acqted  the  Burg3  that  they  hoped  the  Burg3  would  agree  to  y  amendm" 
propofed  &  that  they  had  left  the  Bill  with  them. 

A  meffage  from  the  Burgeffes  to  the  Council  by  Mr  Peter  Beverley  and  others  who 
brought  the  Bill  Entitulcd  an  Aft  concerning  y  granting,  Seating  and  planting,  and  for 
Settling  the  titles  and  bounds  oj  lands,  and  for  preventing  unlawful  /hooting  &  ranging 
thereupon,  and  acquainted  them  that  y  houfe  had  agreed  to  all  their  Hon"  amendments 
made  to  y  faid  Bill  and  had  inferted  them  therein 

And  y  faid  bill  being  Examined  with  y  amendmts 

Ordered 

That  y*  Clerk  of  the  General  Afiembly  carry  back  y  faid  Bill  to  the  Burg"  and 
acquaint  them  that  ye  Council  have  paffed  ye  fame  as  amended. 

And  then  y  Council  adjourn'd  till  to  morrow  morning  7  aclock.

I'm  very  feniible  how  defirous  you  are  to  be  at  Your  homes  in  this  Seafon  of  the 
Year:  And  as  I  am  willing  to  Comply  with  fo  good  an  Affembly  in  every  thing  that  I 
reafonably  may  I  prorogue  you  to  the  21"  of  April,  at  which  time  you  are  to  meet  me 
here  again.
